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KILLING A CHINAMAN'S DOG. 


An Episode of nn Afternoon's TTalk in a 


Graveyard 


[Special CM respoudence ] 


SAN FRANcrsco, Apnl 17 —A source of the 


greatest annoyance to a traveler in China is 
the chorus of yelping ours at one's heels, go 
whore he maT 


On the outskirts of Kin Kiang, amidst a 


cluster of hills and bamboo bushes stands 
what 19 called a "Nmg Po temple " It was 
erected and is sustained by Nmg Po mer- 
chants while sojourning there for trade 
Tais temple is pro ided over by an aged 
Buddhist pi lest, aud that pnost, hke all others 
of his craft in this land of many priests 
had as his chief possession and constant com- 
panions a kennel of mongrel, mangy curs 


One afternoon I took my gun, and accom- 


panied by an American boy, the son of a 
resident American, and also by my setter 
dog, I went for a hunt on the hills back of 
the temple For a quarter of a mile around 
tho temple the land is given up to graves 
upon and between these graves a rank growth 
of grass affords co\ er for pheasants 


Tho first snot I flred awoke three huge curs 


Irom their slumbers, and they came yelping at 
our hools 
Having stoned them back for the 


third or fourth time, I said that k they 
turned the crest of a certain hill again that I 
would send them back with a load of shot in 
their skins 


Tho words were scarcely uttered before 


here they came I raised my gun aud flred 
at tho group Tho distance being at least 
sovonty yards and my gun carrying No 5 
shot, I supposed at most that I would nc 
more than stm^ them with spent shot When 
the smoke cleared away the hindmost dog 
got upon his feet and staggered, yelping, 
down tho hill toward the temple 


I started on a full trot, hoping to pass over 


the next nil! top and get away before I 
Should be seen by tho angi y mob 


But in a moment at least a score of men 


sallied forth from that temple, and came at 
a full run toward the sound of that gun i e 
port 
Every man shouted at the top of hia 


voice 


"The foreigners have lulled our dog The 


foreigners have killed our dog " 


I saw that escape was out of the question 


Also, the further this yelling mob pursued 
mo tho larger would be tho crowd to meet in 
toe end 


I resolved to put on a bold front and face 


Che music 


So J went as straight 03 possible to the 


temple 
An angry group of natives sur 


rounded me, uttei ing serious threats of re 
venge The boy became alarmed and wept 
My setter dog crouched in fear at my feet 
I stood my ground with as much coolness as 
I could command Iho boy having been 
born in tho countrj , of American parents, 
spoke the Chinese language as well as his 
own tongue 
My first task, was to allay his 


fears. This being done, I knew I could con 
trol the natn es, whom I knew to stand in 
fear of my gun 


Around me stood some two dozen people 


Two came from within tho temple bearing 
tho carcass of n dog 
Following came a ven 


crable priest with hands folded upon his 
breast, and thci tears streaming down his 
face , he moaned aloud "My poor dear dog is 
gone, my best dog is dead " Hushed were the 
threats as the procession approached, and 
the dog was laid on the grass at my 
feet 
Two apprentice priests brought a 


supply of "Joss paper," and with due cere- 
mony it was buined at the side of 
my victim 
1 his was to waft its soul into its 


next abode 
Buddhists ascnoe souls to dogs 


and other beasts as well as to men. Was I 
guilty of murder? In the opinion of my 
auditors, yes As much so as if it had been 
one of the men tefoi o me slain instead of the 
dog 


The first thing I said was to ask who 


owned the dog This being repeated by tho 
boy in Chinese the old man, in tears, re 
plied 


"I owned the dog It was my best " 
I said that I -very much regretted what I 


bad done, but that I had acted in self de 
tense That the three dogs had rushed afc me 
as if to bite me, and I had shot only to 
frighten them back I told the priest that ho 
was to blame that he should have called 
talk his dogs 


The operation of talking through the 


medium of the boy as interpreter excited in 
the men a passion more powerful than anger 
Their curiosity was aroused I saw my ad- 
vantage and followed it up I would look

language of which they knew not a 
word 
The boy \\ ould then repeat my mean- 


Ing in their own language 
Some one wpuld 


[n turn propound questions in a tongue to 
me worse than Greek, and the boy in turn 
would ti anslate I boon had the entire party 
laughing except the priest, who still bowed 
liis head in grief 


Finally I asked what they proposed to do 


with the dead dog 
They replied that they 


would bury him 
I asked why they did not 


eatfit, as it was fat and young 
They said 


they would oat it if it were not a temple dog, 
but that having belonged to the pnSsI it was 
a holy dog and to eat it would be wrong 
They asked me what we did with dead dogs 
m my country 
I told them we gave them 


•fi the buzzai ds and crows to eat They asked 
why the people did not eat them 
I replied 


that my people did not know that dogs were 
5ood for food— that this knowledge, as well 
is many other things of importance, was 
known only to the Chinese This flattery 
pleased them 


I proposed to give the priest a foreign dog 


in the place of the one I had killed 
No, ho 


said it would not understand him 
I then 


offered to buy the finest native dog in tho 
city or province for him 
No, it would run 


away and not stay with him I suggested a 
joung puppy, which ho could "tram upm 
tho way it should go " That was kind in me, 
but a puppy ^ as n great expense and labor 
to raise up propel ly 


I then asked n hat reparation I could offer 


to atone foi mj bin 


The priest finally said that if I would get 


him a coffin to bur> the dog it would leave 
usfntnils

pontoi maki hi in a coffin and paint it led 
No, led cofh is wui not appiopriate

It should 
be remembered. I never see a man of 
this kind whom 1 know to be a soldier, 
but what I think of t1'" cause—a cause 
that the war is responsible for, and a 
cause for which the Nation owes a debt."

When the vote was being taken, 
Mrs. Mary C. Nind, of Minnesota, presi- 
dent of the Woman's Foreign Missionary 
Society, stood up to vote. Objection was 
made, and her vote was not counted,

Dr. J. H. Potts, edttor o? the Michi- 


gan 
Advocate, 
who

deaf, 
was 


given permission to open the debate. 
He advocated the admission of the women 
as delegates. He wanted to plead for the 
right over might. There was no decision 
as to whether "lay delegates" meant men 
only. More than two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of the church are women. Without 
women one-half of the churches would 
cease to exist. Women can not be left 
out without harm to the church. The 
speaker was loudly applauded, not only 
¥y the ladies and others in the auditorium, 
but by the delegates as well. 


Rev. Win. Brush, of Dakota, made a 


long and earnest plea in favor of the ad- 
mission of women. 


Rev. Dr. Theodore F. Flood, editor of 


the Chaiitanqua, was the third to speak fci 
favor o' admitting women. He argued 
that as women are admitted to the learned 
professions, and to practice in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, the 
conference had a right to admit them. 


Rev. Dr. J. H. Buckley, editor of the

^PRIVATE JOE," 


A Soldier at the Age of Fifteen 


Years—Governor of Illinois 


at Forty^Six. 


The following sketch ol the next Gov 


ernor of Illinois was prepared by a per 
sonal friend of Hon. Joseph W. Fifer, al 
the outset of i his canvass for the Gover- 
norship, ^and published in the Panto, 
graph. It will bear repetition at this 
time, when people are again asking for 
the details of his remarkable and sue 
cessful career: 


Joseph W. Fifer was born in Staunton 


Va., a little more than forty-five years 
ago. In 1857 he went with his parents 
to the western part of McLean county 
where the elder Fifer opened a smal 
farm in the woods. Altogether humble 
and without the semblance of luxury was 
the home and the lot^of Mr. Fifer's 
youth. A rude log cabin in perhaps the 
roughest region of McLean shelterec 
Joseph as a home from the time of kii 
migration to Illinois until the bugle col 
of patriotism summoned him to the fielc 
in 1861. To clear out a form in "the 
barrens," to plow, plant, and reap in 
.summer, and to attend fitfully in the in 
tervals of labor the district school durinf 
the winter months formed the chief occu 
pation ot Joseph's life in the four years 
from his removal to Illinois to his enlist 
ment in the army. His father wai 
practical brickmason, and when the state 
of the farm labor permitted, Joseph often 
worked at the trade of his father. 


Among the first to go Co the front from 


Western McLean county in 1861, were 
two farmer boys, Joseph W. and George 
H. Fifer. 
They left the log cabin o 


their father, and tradition says both 
walked to Bloomington to enlist. Thi 
old Thirty-third Illinois Infantry, which 
they joined, like all the Illinois regiment: 
was composed of splendid fighting mate 
rial—made up as it was, of young men 
from the sturdy middle class. The regi 
ment did its full ehare of marching ant 
fighting in the west. George H. Fifer 
being the older, rose to be First Lieuten 
ant of his company, and was killed in 
battle at Fort Esparanza, Texas. Joseph 
was a private soldier, carrying a musket 
through the war in the ranks. Just after 
the siege and fall of Vicksburg, in which 
the Thirty-third regiment took a promi 
nent and honorable part, the Thirteenth 
Army Company, to which the regimenl 
belonged, turned fiercely upon Gen 
Johnston, who had during the siege been 
threatening Grant's rear. July 13,1863 
at Jackson, the capital of Mississippi 
Sherman's force assaulted the entrench- 
ment of Johnston, and there and then il 
was that Joseph, the youthful private 
fell in front of a rebel abattis, piercec 
through the body by a mine rifle ball 
The surgeon, Dr. Rex, told Lieutenanl 
Fifer unless ice could be procured his 
brother Joseph must die. It was fifty 
miles to Vicksburg, the nearest point 
where ice could be had. The country 
between was hostile, wild, and war-torn. 
Jonathan B. Lott, a comrade who tjuchec 
elbows with Joseph in the ranks, at 
length volunteered to go with an ambu- 
lance for ice. His mission succeeded, 
ice was procured, and Joseph's life was 
saved. Badly as Mr. Fifer was wounded, 
he did not ask nor receive a discharge 
from service because of,_ disability. He 
served his country some^; months over 
three years for which he enlisted. 


When his service closed Mr. Fifer was 


not content to sink from sight in the un- 
distinguished throng; and his strong 
will, seconded by his ambition, formed 
the laudable resolution that he would 
have a collegiate education. Going to 
Bloomington late in 1864, he entered as a 
student at the Illinois Wesleyan Univer- 
sity. In an old wooden building, once the 
home of Dr. Wilkins, which stood near 
the site of the present stately residence 
oE Dr. Hill, was found a room where 
Joseph and his younger brother John 
(whose education Joseph hod also under- 
taken) boarded themselves — "keeping 
batch," while they pursued their studies 
at college. Joseph collected the taxes of 
bis township of Danvers two winters.— 
Another resource which helped to replen- 
ish his emaciated exchequer was the pur- 
chase of a small tract oE timber near his 
old home in Danvers, from which he sold 
cordwood. Friday afternoons when other 
college students prepared for the sports 
of the Saturday holiday, Joseph would 
set off, usually on foot, to his timber tract 
twelve miles away. Gathering a force of 
liands, he would spend Saturday chop- 
ping and hauling wood, making in this 
way a fair profit over tbe original coat ot 
the timber. In the summer vacations lie 
laid brick, or did such work as came to 
tiand. Mr. Fifer, by the practice of rigid 
economy, went through the college course 
without stopping, making tbe money he 
needed as he went along. As a student 
tie was broad rather than technical. His 
favorite studies were mathematics, logic 
md philosophy. In June, 1867, Mr. Fifer 
jad nearly completed the course, and 
i'om that time until June, 1868, when he 
anally took Us diploma, moro than hulf 
.lis time was devoted to tho study of law 
n the office of Prince & Bloomtield. The 
jeginning of the year 1869 found liis shin- 
•le swinging in the breeze. 
The lonesome waiting for business, 


which every young lawyer BO well knows, 
was broken in Mr. Fifer's case iu the 
spring oC 1871 by his election as Corpora- 
Aoti counsel of the city ot Bloomington. 
The city had then more important legis- 
atiou than it has ever had since. The 
new constitution had made important 
changes in the law of special assessments;' 
and Mr. Fifer, inexperienced us he was, 
grappled manfully and successfully with 
jhese new questions. Iu 1872 he was, by 
almost iinanimous consent ot the Mc- 
Lean Republicans, chosen their candi- 
date for State's Attorney, to which office 
tie was elected, and iield the same eight 
years, and until he took his seat in the 
State Senate in 1880. It is a remarkable 
tact that Mr. Fifer has received every 
nomication he has ever asked of the Re- 
publicans of McLean county by acclama- 
tion. As State's attorney Mr. Fifer made 
himself a terror to the criminal classes. 
He always speaks without other prepara- 
tion than that of being full of his subject 
and bent on the enforcement of his views. 
He speaks entirely off-hand. 


Of the four years'service of Mr. Fifer in 


the Illinois Senate it is only necessary to 
say that he took a position there of equal 
prominence with that he has always held 
at the bar. He acquired a State acquaint- 
ance, and made friends of all he met. A 
reputation for learning and ability had 
preceded him, and he was awarded places 
upon some of the most impoitant com- 
mittees in the Senate, among them the 
judiciary committee and the committee 
on judicial department. His experience 
in the enforcement of the criminal law 
had suggested some important changes 
in the criminal practice, which he took an 
early opportunity to have incorporated 
in the statutes of the State. Two of the 
most important of these were the law in 
reference to continuances and the law 
regulating changes of venue in criminal 
cases. Retiring voluntarily in 1884 from 
an office he might have continued, by 
common consent, to hold indefinitely, he 
has since devoted himself to the practice 
of the law, where he has met with large 
success. 


Mr. Fifer is six feet in height, spare in 


flesh, of a swarthy, rather dark complex 
ion, keen black eyes, with a heavy head 
of coarse black hair, now beginning to 
be tinged with gray. His carriage is 
erect, his movements elastic, his weight 
about 150 pounds, though his frame is 
larger than is indicated by his weight, 
and he possesses great physical strength 
in proportion to the volume ot his flesh 
and muscles. He has a wife and two 
children.

Judge Wil- 
kin i» the Republican nominee for su- 
preme jndge in the third district, and his 
resignation as circuit judge will make it 
possible to have the two elections at the 
same expense to the tax-payers.

Any one who has given thoughtful 


attention to the subject must, it seems 
to us, have been impressed with the 
uaelessness of the ocean, and our 
readers . therefore will agree with us 
that the time has come when it should 
be filled in to common grade. 


There are many good reasons why 


this should be done. In the first place 
inasmuch as the submerged surface of 
the globe occupies two-thirds the entire 
superficial urea, the amount of land re- 
claimed would be enormous, and as the 
sentiment seems to be growing that all 
taxes should be laid upon real estate, it 
follows that the more real estate there 
is to lay taxes upon the greater the 
revenue accruing from that source, 
and 
by consequence municipalities 


which now have great difficulty in 
making both ends meet would no 
longer be obstructed in their appro- 
priations for such Internal improve- 
ments as wine dinners for the city 
fathers, and, incidentally, for the im- 
provement and embellishment of the 
city; though, to be sure, the larger the 
area of land the greater the number of 
street widenings and street openings 
for the accommodation of the several 
varieties of pipes of the various corpo- 
rate bodies for whose use and emolu- 
ment cities are called into being. 


But let that pass. 
If the sea were 


filled there would bo no move seasick- 
ness, which is a great point and should 
not be lost sight of for a moment, and 
there would be no more drownings, 
save and except an occasional drown- 
ing of one's sorrow in the flowing- 
bowl, 'and then there would forever be 
an end to those interminable fishery 
fusses, which have strained the other- 
wise friendly relations between the 
United States and her Majesty's mari- 
time provinces of North America. Pos- 
sibly the amateur fisherman might be- 
come a truth teller. This, however, is 
almost too much to hope for. 


It might be urged that the filling of 


the ocean.wonld ruin our shore resorts, 
but this is an objection which is of lit- 
tle moment. 
It is quite possible that 


the resorters could find other places in 
which to swallow vinous and cereal 
liquids and to take on their annual coat- 
ing of tan; and it is probable that 
cooking quite as atrocious could be 
obtained withput the marine propin- 
quity which now render the abnormal 
culinary interest so fashionable. 


But, says some one, there could bo 


no shipping without water for ships to 
sail in. A foolish objection, truly, 
when it is remembered that the United 
States has no shipping at the present 
time. 
The lilling in of the sea would 


not affect us; let others look out for 
themselves. And it so happens that 
the officers of our gallant navy are al- 
ready thoroughly inured to land ser- 
vice, so that it would be no hardship 
to thorn to continue to serve on shore; 
while, on the other hand, the grand na- 
vies of foreign nations would be ren- 
dered useless, and there would bo no 
further fear of our great seaports being 
under tribute by the seagoing Kings of 
the earth, and, consequently, no need 
of disfiguring our environment with 
hideous fortifications. 


The more one thinks upon the sub- 


ject the more convinced must he be- 
come of the uselessness of the sea, and 
of the expediency and wisdom of at 
once filling it in to grade. It will give 
land to the fanner and the real estate 
magnate; it will offer to the railway 
constructors new and virgin fields for 
track laying, and, in short, it will be a 
general good thing for every body. 
By all means, then, fill 'er up! — Boston 
Transcript.
